ASSUMNING RENEWED INTEREST,
The Behring sea question is taking on
renowed interest as the lime for bogine
ning seal fishing deaws near, According
to the latest advices from Washington
no conclusion hns bean renched in the
negotintions hetweaon the government of
the United States and the British gov-
ernment looking to an arrangement for
tho protection of the seals during the
coming season, and there dops not appear
to be o favoreble prospect thit nny
understanding  for this purpose  will
bo reached, It is stated that the
British  exports  strenuously deny
that  the fur seal is  diminish-
fng, thus taking issue with Prof,
Elliott and others, nor will they admit
that there Is any near danger from the
practice of marine sealing. It hns beon
understood, howsver, that as 0 mossure
of preeantion and of comity toward the
United States, the British government
wus witling to bring about a suspension
of murine sealing by British vessels in
Behring sea for ono or oven two sensons,
provided our government will anguge
that there shall be no miing seal-

ing by Amoriean vessels.  nor uny
killing nt the seal islands by the
lessees or natives during the ngrecd

period of suspension.  Secretary Fostor
intimuted o fow days agothat he pe-
garded it not improbable that some sort
of an arrangoment betweon the two Lov-
arnments wonld be  reachoed, and stated
at the same time that i none shonld be
mude the law wonld be enforead. The
revonus cutters tor seevice in - Bohring
son arg undor orders 1o suil the middle
of the present mouth, it is presumed
with the usual instructions regarding
the enforcement of the law, though it 1s
suid their commanders will be confiden -
tinlly  instructed mnot  to  molest
any vessol engagod in sealing beyond
the jurisdictional limit of threa miles
from shore, The government will also
sond out an expaert Lo report on the con-
dition of the sealing industry, and the
government agent is to bo given large
discretion in his supervision of the con-
tractors, It is belleved that unlegs soma
cxtraordinary vrecautions are taken tho
slaughter of soal the coming senson will
be unprecedented, beeauso it s known
thut there will be a greater number of
Canndian vessels engangoed in
than ever hefore,

In the event of the failure of pending
noegotintions, the intoresting question
is, how far will the United States von-
wure to go in enforcing existing law re-
Inting to the seal Hsheries? I it shall
bo decklod not to molest any vessel en-
gneod in sealing outside the three mile
limit there will ba no reason for appre-
hiending any new complieation in the
controversy, but vory little protoction
would be given o the seal. On the other
band, if the full lntent and purpose of
the law Is carelod out it is possible the
British government will interpose some-
thing more foreible than n protest. Thore
is nothing in the treatment of the Beh-
ring sen issuo thus far by that gov-
| ernment to Indicuto that it has any such

intention, bul it is hardly to be supposoed

that it would disregard an wppenl from

the Dominmon government to protect
